PREFACE 


This booklet is intended partly as an elementary introduction to 
anarchism, partly to show its relevance and immediacy to modern 
society and partly to demonstrate the unity of anarchist tradition 
and philosophy. Quotations are drawn from anarchists of widely 
differing backgrounds ranging from Max Stirner and Peter 
Kropotkin to a contemporary Sydney libertarian. Much of the 
criticism which different schools of anarchist thought have made 
of one another often shows a lack of understanding of their varying 
environments and needs. Anarchism is no dogma and its appeal, 
for example, to an artist will be quite different to its appeal for an 
industrial worker. 


I have divided the booklet into two parts—I. The Enemy and 
II. We, the People—to emphasise the principal aspects of 
anarchism, viz. rejection of authority and the concept that the 
individual and society can exist without authority and its attendant 
evils. 


The title ANARCHY NOW! indicates the need for an unceasing 
battle against authority and the possibility (sometimes a reality) of 
people organising co-operative, mutual aid enterprises ranging 
from the establishment of free schools to worker control of 
industry. 

Every individual must repudiate the claim of anyone else to rule 
and exploit him. In whatever occupation he is engaged he may 
fight by co-operating with his fellows to insist on a share in the 
making of decisions and on their fundamental equal ownership of 
society’s wealth. The urgency of this fight is based on the 
realisation that the status of Mr Everyman today is that of a 
slave.

Part I — THE ENEMY 


“We two, the State and I, are enemies,” — Max Stirner. 
“I am an enemy of the State.” —- contemporary “pop” button. 


(a) The State. 


The State, the epitome of authority, is centred in the government 
but its ramifications cover a wide field of entrenched interests, the 
principal of which are dealt with in sections (b) to (i) hereafter. 

The hatred of anarchists for the State has been succinctly 
expressed by the great pacifist Leo Tolstoy: “I regard all govern- 
ments as intricate institutions, sanctified by tradition and custom, 
for the purpose of committing by force and with impunity the most 
revolting crimes.” 

Modern government has its origins in the seizure of power and 
authority by primitive chieftains and robber barons. William the 
Conqueror, after the Battle of Hastings, is the classic example of 
the feudal baron become king. In the course of history there have 
been many shifts in the possession of power but the essential 
nature of government remains unchanged. 

No government can function without rewarding its supporters 
and punishing those who disobey its laws—hence all have highly 
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paid to lowly paid officials, police, judges and soldiers. Certain 
classes are more likely to support the government and it is these 
that benefit largely from government protection. Even where 
governments come to power pledged to amelioration for the lower 
orders they either quickly come to terms, as Labour and Social 
Democrat governments have, with the ruling classes or, as the 
Sonununist Party in Russia, create a new, privileged and upper 
class. 

Ali governments, therefore, are conservative and anti- 
revolutionary. Some, like the Chinese, may appear to make honest 
efforts to preserve the revolution but, inevitably, must succumb to 
the demands of an authoritarian bureaucracy. Idealism dies. The 
principles of Liberty, Equality and Fraternity*, which have been 
the aspirations of all revolutionaries in theory, are utterly denied 
by authority and government. 


(b) Employers. 

Employers, governmental and private, enjoy a privileged position 
in society both by virtue of material rewards and in a monopoly 
of decision-making, ic., the exercise of power. They are an 
important part of the Establishment and while their employees 
have, over the years, wrested better working conditions from them, 
their position of relative power is unaltered. | 

Perhaps the grossest affront of ruling and exploiting classes to 
egalitarians is the perpetuation of their privileges to their children. 
All modern societies, whether American or Russian, promise 
equality of opportunity to all. The mythical nature of this claim is 
seen in laws of inheritance and the overriding tendency of the 
privileged to transmit their superior privileges to their families. 

A grotesque lie put out for popular consumption by the 
advocates of “private enterprise” is that if you only have the 
initiative and talent you, too, can be a millionaire. It is a doctrine 
for the few, a law of the jungle, involving the exploitation of man 
by man and a complete denial of revolutionary principles of 
Equality and Mutual Aid. 


(c) Church. 


“You white men have brought two things to the Islands-——Christ 
and Syphilis,’"—- Tahitian princess to the French artist, Paul 
Gauguin. 

Anarchists do not deny to the individual his right to believe 
in any religious or metaphysical notion he may choose. The 
Church, however, as part of the Establishment is a deadly enemy. 
In 1930 an international congress of Churchmen invited Albert 
Einstein to address them on the subject of peace. His reply: “Had 
I been able to address your congress, I would have said in the 
course of history, the priests have been responsible for much strife

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and war among human beings. They have much to atone for. They 
have usually been the slaves of the organised powers of hate.” 

On the material level the Church acquires vast property and 
it is in its interests to protect this by supporting the status quo. 
Hence the normal support of organised religion for government and 
its unrelenting opposition to profound social change. While the 
materialistic abuses of the Church in countries such as Spain and 
Mexico are well-known (and resulted in a savage vengeance in this 
century when the people rose up in revolution) similar abuses in 
Australia and New Zealand need to be exposed. The Church hero, 
Samuel Marsden, a notoriously sadistic magistrate while in Aus- 
tralia, filched vast land areas from the Maoris, with trinkets and 
guns, in the name of Christ. Last year a conscientious director 
of the Australian Broadcasting Association, Allan Ashbolt, 
revealed in a TV documentary that a large portion of the slums 
in Sydney are owned by the various Churches. Thus, in the name 
of Jesus, the Church reaps a rich harvest from human misery. 

While, as Einstein points out, the Church has been responsible 
for numerous crimes against humanity in the past—treligious wars, 
repression of “heretics” and the condemnation of thinkers and 
scientists like Galileo—I believe the principal offence with which 
it should be accused is the moral corruption of the minds and 
bodies of millions of men and women by its association of sex 
with sin. The dimunition of its influence in modern times—to which 
Pope Paul VI has handsomely contributed with his strictures on 
the Pill—is a hopeful sign for the future. 


(d) The Army. 


“Young man, the lowest aim in your life is to be a good soldier. The 
good soldier never tries to distinguish right from wrong; he never thinks, 
never reasons, only obeys.”-——Jack London. 

“It would be a sorry state of affairs if disobedience of orders became the 
case. There are thousands of young soldiers who are given orders and 
obey them right now—-no questions asked.”—U.S. court martial 
prosecutor Colonel R. L. Rice at trial of a Private Mora who refused 
to fight in Vietnam. 


Great humanitarians, like Dr Benjamin Spock today, have 
counselled young men that they must disobey their government 
if, as in the case of Vietnam, the law involves a breach of 
conscience. 

The Army is a leading tool of government and, in turn, is 
defended by it. In Australia the Army Minister tried to defend 
the Army’s psychological torture of a conscientious objector 
(Simon Townsend) on the grounds that it was “normal practice” 
and that recalcitrants had to be brought to heel. Previously, a young 
school teacher, William White, had been dragged away from the 
front lawn of his home in an attempt to force him to serve in the 
Army. 

Today the Army is an archaic anomaly. In this atomic age war, 
as a real trial of strength or as a way of deciding issues, is no 
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longer possible—unless the Great Powers opt for suicide. This is 
the only sound reason for the failure of Russia and America to go 
to war against one another—and it is obviously a very compelling 
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one. Wars such as that in Vietnam are phoney skirmishes which 
merely illustrate the gross contempt of the power politicians for 
the ordinary people. They were, with fair accuracy, foretold by 
George Orwell in 1984, and are propaganda devices only. 

The ghastly tragedy of the Army is that, in its role as a leading 
anti-humanitarian and negative branch of State power, it holds 
the people back from achieving a society fit for humans to live 
in. The enormous expenditure of wealth on it could bring tremen- 
dous benefits to society if used for productive purposes. The 
standard of living in Vietnam would be one of the highest in the 
world if the wealth spent on killing and destruction there could be 
channelled into positive fields of endeavour. 

The Army is a gross affront to humanity, its mentality is fit only 
for mad dogs. It merits the detestation and hatred of every decent 
person. 


(e) Police and Judiciary. 


Chekhov, in Ward 6, points out that judges, policemen and 
gaolers grow as callous to people as butchers who slaughter sheep 
and cattle. The process in which they are involved is thoroughly 
dehumanising and as degrading to themselves as to their victims. 


Policemen and warders are recruited from the ranks of the 
working classes to keep those orders in restraint. They, normally, 
succeed in this as well as the Janissaries whom the Sultan recruited 
from Christians to combat the latter. Judges are recruited from ~ 
better educated classes and are expected to lend respectability and 
apparent learning to the Courts. 


All governments need these servants to administer and enforce 
their laws. While the public are expected and taught to respect 
them, they have, in their capacities as the government’s coercive 
agencies, perpetrated the greatest crimes against the people 
ranging from the murder of millions of Jews and gypsies under 
Hitler to the suppression of freedom practised by Britain at home 
against its own workers and, abroad, in countries as far apart as 
Ireland and India. 


The pathetic aspect of the vicious circle that is the law is that, 
occasionally, judges see its anomalies. Only the other day the 
Chief Justice of New South Wales, Sir Leslie Herron, commented 
that there was a grave danger in sending two youths (aged 16 and 
17) to gaol, because they might be contaminated. The learned 
judge was reiterating the long-established truth that prisons are 
universities of crime. And then came the monstrous lie: “But the 
Court must express the disapproval of the community.” The 
“community” is to the State what the sparrow is to the hawk. And 
so two young lads were sent to gaol for three years for crimes 
against property. 


The main purpose of “law and order” is to protect property, 
i.e. the unequal and unjust distribution of wealth. Hence the angry 
assertion of the French anarchist, Pierre Joseph Proudhon, that 
“property is theft”.

The People versus The Politicians* 


(f) Political Parties and Politicians. 


Politicians are professional liars. While Australia is engaged 
in criminal warfare in Vietnam, the Prime Minister, Mr Gorton, 
informs Legacy, a charitable organisation for the dependants of 
servicemen, that all our wars have defended freedom. 


Mr A. T. Abbott, of Lane Cove, Sydney, who recently lost a 
son in Vietnam said, in an interview with a Sydney afternoon 
daily, The Sun, that the death was “a form of legalised murder by 
the Federal Government”. 


In the name of “socialism” Russia has cruelly raped both 
Hungary and Czechoslovakia. Politicians are hungry for power. 
Slogans such as “people’s democracy” and “freedom” are part of 
the gimickry with which they enslave people. 


* The attempt by the British Government to establish Regional Seats of 
Government, designed to house (underground) senior officials in the 
event of a nuclear war while the great majority of the population 
perished overhead, was foiled by the publication of the famous “Spies for 
Peace” pamphlet wherein the locations were set out and the attempt of 
the politicians to put their own survival ahead of the people’s denounced. 
Several peace marches took place thereto, often anarchist inspired. The 
illustration is of the “dialectic” at one such “sanctuary”. 
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While conservative parties can be relied on to secure the 
privileges of the ruling classes, while labour and social democratic 
parties provide endless opportunities for office seekers and oppor- 
tunists, while the Russian Communist Party has solidly entrenched 
itself in power and continued old forms of imperialism under new 
slogans, claims are made that political purity may be found in 
Ho Chi Minh, in the rotting carcass of Che Guevara or in Mao’s 
China. 

Consider the following extract from the famous Red Book 
(Chapter 26, Discipline): “We must affirm anew the discipline 
of the Party, namely: 

1. The individual is subordinate to the organisation; 

2. The minority is subordinate to the majority; 

3. The lower level is subordinate to the higher level; and 

4, The entire membership is subordinate to the Central Committee.” 

Such fascist garbage is typical of the insatiable lust of all 
political parties for power. It is particularly repulsive in the case 
of communist and labour parties who claim to aspire to liberate 
people from their chains. 


(g) Insurance Companies, Banks and Loan Agencies. 

These economic institutions are devices for the successful 
administration of a moneyed society. They are essentially geared 
to cater for the fundamental inequalities of any such society. 

The only economic need of society is the supply of goods to 
consumers. In an egalitarian society the co-ordination of such 
supply would be accomplished by a free exchange of goods in 
accordance with need following mutual agreements between those 
concerned, 


(h) Returned Servicemen’s League. 
“P'm proud to have fought for my country.” 

This apparently patriotic statement is revealed as thoroughly 
vicious when it is considered that no man has chosen his country 
and that the average user of the expression would have fought for 
any country that he happened to have been born in. 

The R.S.L. is the greatest threat to Australian security. Its 
warmongering nature is reflected in such resolutions as that carried 
unanimously at its last annual meeting advocating compulsory 
rifleshooting practice for all adult males—whipping up bloodlust 
but ignoring the facts of the atomic era. Already the U.S.A. and 
the U.S.S.R. have stockpiled the equivalent of 10 tons of T.N.T. 
per person in the world in nuclear bombs—sufficient to kill all. 

Its fascist character is seen in recent expulsions of members 
for their opposition to the war in Vietnam. So much for their 
claim to have fought for “freedom and democracy”. 


(i) Press, Radio and TV. 


Freedom of the Press is another propaganda device to deceive 
people with the illusion that they are living in a free society. 
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Press, Radio and TV are powerful weapons owned by the govern- 
ment or its supporters. 


With their aid all governments, fascist, communist, capitalist 
seem to have had no problems in winning the support of their 
peoples. The grossest lies and distortions are being ceaselessly 
published by them. Witness an editorial (27/7/67) in the mass 
circulation (Sydney) Daily Telegraph: 

“If, every time Negro revolutionaries decided to burn and kill, those 

maintaining the law killed 500 Negroes, the Negroes might decide to 

stop burning and killing.” 

The owner of this paper is Sir Frank Packer, knighted by Her 
Majesty the Queen for distinguished services to the community!

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Part Il — WE, THE PEOPLE 


“The people themselves must take the initiative to see to it that they are 
never again led to the slaughter. To expect protection from their 
governments is folly . . . I would unequivocally refuse all war service.” 


—Albert Einstein 


While the above is an appeal against war, it also expresses a 
fundamental faith in the ability of the people to act without, indeed 
in defiance of, government. 


(a) The Individual. 


Anarchism is primarily a philosophy for the individual. Our 
contempt for authority arises from the contempt of authority for 
the individual. Too many individuals, under authority, remain 
stunted and undeveloped. In the free society which is anarchy the 
individual may achieve the fullest development of his or her 
personality. By embracing the anarchist philosophy now a richer 
and more rewarding way of life is immediately possible. A philo- 
sophy of voluntary servitude may promise security but it also 
frustrates your entire personality. 

We join with Pierre-Joseph Proudhon in proclaiming: 


“Whoever tries to govern me is a usurper and a tyrant—I declare him 
my enemy.” 


(b) Students 

“Daniel Cohn-Bendit and his allies are werewolves splitting the pro- 

gressive movement against capitalism’”—Pravda, 30/5/68, 

“I am supporting those who form workers’ councils, for self-determina- 

tion for workers and for students . . . we are against all authority.” — 

Daniel Cohn-Bendit, Anarchist student in TV interview. 

“The student revolution—it’s anarchy!” was the title of an article 
by the foreign editor of the Australian (11/5/68), this country’s 
only national daily. Indeed, the word anarchy and its variations 
came close to monopolising overseas news headlines in May of 
this year. Often used loosely, this editor meant what he wrote. 
Contempt for authority coupled with a determination to have at 
least some say in the running of their lives were the characteristics 
of the student upheaval which occurred in many countries, notably 
the U.S.A. and France, although Japan had long lead the way. 


Australia, also, has had its share of student dissent. Naturally, 
the authorities are concerned. Inspector W. B. Simpson, senior 
prosecutor of the Queensland Police Force, had this to say: 

“Radical and disloyal persons are attempting to exploit every possible 

incident of civil disobedience in order to discredit our national policy 

both at home and abroad . . . Student groups, civil rights groups and 
minority groups supporting one cause or another have openly begun to 
practise it.” 

When the foreign policy of this country is one of blatant ageres- 
sion and murder, as condemned by the International War Crimes 
Tribunal at Stockholm 1967, when the domestic policy of this 
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country is legal protection for the exploiting classes and heavy 
penalties for workers’ strikes, together with a callous indifference 
for the aged, sick, unemployed and helpless dependants, when the 
government continues to embrace the “White Australia” policy 
of racial discrimination—who is right? The police or the students? 


Erected in honor of

(c) Workers. 


The great Italian anarchist, Errico Malatesta, said that the 
worker was like a man who, born in chains, was taught that he 
owed whatever shuffling movements he managed to make to the 
very chains that bound him. In like manner the worker is lead to 
believe that he owes life and sustenance to his master. 

. The average worker is indeed a sorry and degraded being. Gun 
fodder for the government, a pawn for his employer, a prey for 
the church, he seeks an outlet for his resentments, often sub- 
conscious, in liquor and gambling. He believes he is a free man in 
the best of all possible societies. His nationality is of no concern 
—government and establishment are adept at deceiving him. No 
class has more reason and need for revolution. His normal role 
is passive. 

Anarchists believe that no society can be free until every 
individual in it has a right to share in the decision-making affecting 
his life. We advocate Worker Control of Industry because until the 
worker has a share in the running of his life at work, in the basic 
ownership of his industry, he cannot be free. 
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(d) Hippies, Provos and Kibbutz. 


“Maladjusted students, emotionally labile teenagers and young adults 
with borderline social and psychic adjustments seem to be especially 
attracted, and a whole new subculture has recently arisen in Western 
society comprising those who reject the prevailing social mores and 
aspire to the sense of freedom and irresponsibility of the ‘hippy cult’.” 


“Weary of war and hate, averse to competition and conflict, con- 
temptuous of discipline and authority, these youngsters have turned their 
backs on traditional morality and culture, and have sought to found a 
new type of semi-communal existence, based on their concept of love 
and the pursuit of pleasure, in which hate, competition, authority and 
discipline have no place.” 


—The Royal Australasian College of Physicians in an article 
(The Medical Journal of Australia, 27/1/68) condemning the 
use of hallucinogenic drugs outside of the field of medicine. 
The conservative medical profession ignores that while Western 
civilisation has been alcohol-orientated other cultures have 
traditionally found their relaxation and pleasure in other 
drugs. It must be admitted that their understanding of the dis- 
enchantment with the old way of life shows remarkable insight 
into the hippy philosophy. 


The hippies have many anarchic characteristics—it is not too 
much to say that many are, basically, anarchists. Traditional 
anarchists may have problems understanding them but the former 
must be prepared to appreciate new developments or as Bob 
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Dylan, poet of modern youth, advises, at least stand aside and 
offer no resistance. 

The provos, originating in the Netherlands, are another develop- 
ment of contemporary rejection of the Establishment and its false 
values, together with a progressive philosophy of mutual aid and 
egalitarianism. The provo link with Anarchism has helped to 
revitalise traditional anti-authoritarianism. 


Many of the kibbutz in Israel are examples of non-authoritarian 
co-operation. It may be argued that fundamental changes in society 
can only be achieved by social revolution. Anarchy in action in the 
kibbutz, nevertheless, gives the lie to those who argue that 
authoritarianism is inevitable. 


(e) Internationalism versus Racism. 


“Almighty God created the races white, black, yellow, Malay and red 

and He placed them on separate continents. The fact that He separated 

the races shows that He did not intend for the races to mix.”—Virginia 

(U.S.A.) county judge to Richard and Mildred Loving when sentencing 

them to one year’s imprisonment for the crime of miscegenation. (As 

reported in Time magazine, 1968.) 

“One man there walked around us peering at us from every angle like 
you do when you buy an animal. He said nothing, just looked... The 
children didn’t understand. But Rachel cried when we got outside. Man, 
I did too.”—boxer Ronnie van der Walt commenting on appearance 
before a Colour Re-classification Board in South Africa. 

The unity and solidarity of mankind is a fundamental principle 
of anarchist sociology. Chauvinism and nationalist flag-waving is 
even today becoming an anachronism or at least the preserve of 
unscrupulous politicians and their ignorant following. Unfortun- 
ately, Australia is a racist country. This is largely the result of 
English colonialism and imperialism which are being slowly out- 
grown. Wars, such as that in Vietnam have a racist base for us. 
It is only in this light that one can regard the cold indifference 
of the vast majority of Australians for the sufferings of the people 
of Vietnam. Sordid but cunning politicians can still conjure up 
visions of “yellow” hordes descending on this continent to whip up 
mass support for their criminal wars. 

The White Australia policy is not offset by the handout of a 
few million dollars in Asia. Charity, accompanied by gross 
injustice, or as a cover for it, is soon perceived and resented. 
Anarchists believe that all men should be free to travel and migrate 
in accordance with their needs and desires. We join with Tom 
Paine in declaring: “I am a citizen of the world.” 


(f) Education and Free Schools. 


“J do not speak in any sort of way either for or against Vietnam. My 
opinion is of no value.”—-Mrs Gorton, wife of the Australian Prime 
Minister and the holder of a University degree. 


That an apparently educated and cultured person like the lady 
above quoted should so little account herself is typical of the effect 
of traditional education. The production of obedient, thoughtless 
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Evolution? 


citizens is a success of the modern state. The reduction of uni- 
versities from their original status as seats of learning to glorified 
technical schools and degree factories is a further victory for 
conformity and skilled mindlessness. 

Education, like other institutions listed in part I of this booklet, 
has for the most part been highly authoritarian. 

Pioneers, like the Spanish educationist and anarchist Francisco 
Ferrer, have demonstrated that education may play its part in the 
emancipation of the people. More recently, the contemporary 
school, Summerhill, founded by A. S. Neill over forty years ago 
has undertaken the practice of libertarian education. 

The child is encouraged to self-expression and autonomy from 
the earliest years. The habit of liberty is a developing one which 
cannot start too early. Children at Summerhill share in the making 
of decisions and, while they can expect guidance from teachers, 
authority is kept at a minimum. Such practical measures are pro- 
gressive steps on the road to liberty.

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(g) Morality, Marriage and Free Love. 


“The boys, aged 17, 19 and 21, were all excellent at homework but 

left school at 14 to support the rest of the family. All had good haircuts 

and were clean—‘none of those long-hairs’. They had each been given 

a bible at the age of seven. They had never brought a girl home” — 

substance of interview, mother of three convicted rapists gave to Sydney 

afternoon daily, The Sun. 

In a letter written by a local criminal lawyer to the Sydney 
Morning Herald it was pointed out that in every known case of 
gang rape in N.S.W. each culprit had come from a Christian or 
moralistic background. That there is something basically harmful 
and evil in such backgrounds is now being established by pro- 
gressive sociologists and psychologists. Dr Alex Carey of the 
Australian National University is pioneering in this field here as 
the anarchist sociologist Dr Alex Comfort is doing in England. 
The result is reflected in the growing number of guilt-free sexual 
relationships. 

Marriage is a perversion and a sordid form of prostitution. While 
prostitution is a shameful exploitation of sex it is, at least, of short 
duration and a safety valve for a sick society. Marriage, also, has 
its commercial aspects but, by institutionalising monogamy, gives 
rise to countless deceits and hypocrisies. 

Love is too precious and rare to be confined in such a prison. 
The stultifying nature of marriage has petrified and rotted many 
a love relationship. Monogamy may offer some sort of security 
but it is in direct conflict with ordinary human needs for variety 
and change. 


Love must be free. 


(h) Poverty. 

“Without equity there can be no justice. Without justice there can be no 

morality.”—Peter Kropotkin. 

“The industrial society had failed to agree that a minimum living 

standard should be guaranteed for every person... people . .. were 

not prepared to be concerned with the plight of the poor. There was a 

danger of the comfortable classes using the power of the State to hold 

the deprived and underprivileged at bay.”—-Mr J. Lawrence, lecturer in 

social work at Sydney University (the Australian 29/8/68). 

Problems of poverty will not find a solution in the hands of 
politicians. In the U.S.A. $75 billion is spent annually on “defence”; 
$7 billion is spent on welfare. In England the Labour Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Mr Callaghan, asserted (8/11/67) in Parlia- 
ment that it was the Government’s policy to have a substantial pool 
of unemployed. Professor Paul Ehrlich, of Stanford University 
advocates cessation of food aid to India. In a further declaration 
of sophistry gone mad he states that mankind could only be saved 
from famine by a thermonuclear war. His further advocacies of 
sterilisation for males would have made him eligible for inclusion 
amongst nazi biologists. (Report in Sydney Morning Herald 
16/12/67.) 
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In Australia the Minister for Health, Dr Forbes said recently: 
“Australia has a first-class system of health and welfare services.” 
This is a downright lie. According to university social commen- 
tators 800,000 people including widows and their dependants, the 
aged, the sick and the unemployed, are living in sordid conditions 
of poverty. Social services here are very much worse than in New 
Zealand, a very much poorer country. 


Even in the administration of welfare only a small proportion 
reaches the needy. For example, the manager of the National 
Safety Council of Australia, Mr W. B. McCosker, details the 
allocation of $74 million paid by employers in insurance premiums 
under the New South Wales Workers Compensation scheme for 
the year 1965-66: F 


$25 m — to workers 
7.5m —— profit for insurance companies 
14.8m — administration by insurance companies 


26.8m — legal costs 
$74 m — total 


(i) Mutual Aid. 


Anarchists maintain that the handouts of the Welfare State are 
no substitute for equality and social justice. We want all to have 
equal access to the wealth of society. We do not think that the aged 
and others unable to work should suffer for their incapacities. 
Their standards of living should be as high as anybody else’s. 


Most of the activities described in Part II are examples of 
Mutual Aid. Some of Darwin’s followers, notably Huxley, main- 
tained that mankind was so utterly selfish and aggressive that 
only authority could curb the worst characteristics of these and 
make society possible. The great humanitarian and scientist, Peter 
Kropotkin, wrote his book Mutual Aid to demonstrate that mutual 
aid is a fundamental factor in not only human society but in those 
of so-called lower orders of life. It is so obviously superior to the 
law of the jungle that if humans claim superiority by virtue of 
their intelligence then they should be capable of devising a sane 
and satisfactory way of life for all. 


If you and your mates organise a fishing trip or any other such 
enterprise you do not need leadership or authority. You make 
decisions by mutual organisation and understandings. All your 
activities, including your life at work, can be organised on this 
basis. Until they are, you are, in material aspects of your life, a 
slave.

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APPENDIX C — BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON SOME FAMOUS 
ANARCHISTS 


Angiolilio, Michael. Italian activist who shot dead the reactionary 
Spanish prime minister Canovas, 1897. 

Armand, E. Individualist who opposed World War I while many of 
his comrades weakened. 

Bakunin, Michael. Great revolutionary of 19th century who embraced 
Anarchism and became one of its principal exponents. 

Berkman, Alexander. Russian Jew, migrated to the U.S.A., edited 
Anarchist newspapers and played important role in combating 
tyranny of employers. 

Berneri, Camillo. Brilliant Italian professor, went to Spain in 1936 
to assist Anarchist revolution, murdered by Communists. His 
daughter Marie Louise played an important part in the develop- 
ment of Anarchism in England. 

Cafiero, Carlo. Italian revolutionary who, with Malatesta and others, 
helped arouse the Italian peasantry against the injustices. of their 
lot. 

Cohn-Bendit, Daniel. Contemporary student Anarchist. 

Czolgosz, Leon. Tragic and solitary figure who assassinated President 
McKinley. 

d’Andrea, Virgilia. Italian heroine of anarchist cause. 

DeCleyre, Voltairine. Poetess and essayist, she was a leading American 
Anarchist. 

Durruti, Buenaventura. Hero of the Spanish revolution, died in action 
1936. 

Fanelli, Giuseppe, Bakunin’s emissary to Spain, he laid the foundations 
for the greatest Anarchist movement to date. 

Godwin, William. Author of “An Inquiry Concerning Political 
Justice”, he was the father of English anarchism. 

Goldman, Emma. Russian Jewess who was a moving spirit in American 
and international anarchism. After 1917 she returned to Russia 
but, after escaping therefrom, wrote bitterly of the Communist 
tyranny. 

Guillaume, James, Swiss anarchist, inspired Jura federation of watch- 
makers, was close associate of Bakunin and fought Marxist 
authoritarianism in the International. 

Kropotkin, Peter. The best loved of anarchists, he was born a prince 
and inherited great privileges and wealth. He renounced the latter 
and became, despite his further renown as an eminent scientist, 
the world’s leading revolutionary. A talented and prolific writer. 

Landauer, Gustav. German intellectual murdered by soldiers after the 
collapse of the Bavarian Soviet after World War I. 

Makhno, Nestor. Gifted organiser in the Ukraine who inflicted several 
defeats on the armies of both Germany and the White Russians. 
He was finally betrayed by Trotsky and the Bolsheviks and 
escaped to Paris. 

Malatesta, Errico. Italian exponent of anarchy, took part in several 
peasant unrisings, became hero of the working classes. After his 
death in 1932 Mussolini ordered his body to be thrown into a 
common grave. 

Montseny, Federica. Daughter of an anarchist intellectual, she became 
a great thinker and militant in her own right. Minister for Health 
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in the Largo Caballaro cabinet she later profoundly regretted this 
compromise, which helped to undermine the Spanish revolution. 
Her purism since has never been in doubt. 

Muehsam, Erich. German intellectual, contemporary of Landauer. 

Nettlau, Max. Tireless biographer and historian of the international 
anarchist movement. 

Nieuwenhuis, Ferdinand Domela. A one-time Socialist and member of 
parliament he saw the truth of anarchy and founded an anarcho- 
syndicalist federation of workers. The tradition remains strong 
in his native Netherlands to this day. 

Proudhon, Pierre-Joseph. French founder of European anarchism, his 
is one of the great historical names in anarchism. At first a 
member of parliament he was quickly disillusioned by the 
chicanery of politics and he turned his great talents as a writer 
and organiser to worker and peasant co-operative enterprises. 

Read, Herbert. English man of letters (see Appendix A). 

Reclus, Elisee. Most famous of a great scientific family, he was an 
eminent geographer. Close associate of Kropotkin, he was of great 
comfort to the latter when imprisoned by the French government 
for his membership of the International. He and his two brothers, 
Paul and Elie, all famous men of letters and science, were to the 
forefront in the battle for anarchy all their lives. 

Rocker, Rudolf. German intellectual, edited Yiddish newspapers and 
organised Jewish labour unions in England. While in the United 
States he continued his work for anarchy and published important 
contributions to libertarian thought (see Appendix A). 

Sacco and Vanzetti (Nicola and Bartolomeo respectively). Two kindly 
idealists murdered by the law in the U.S.A., 1927, on charges that 
even legal authorities have agreed were spurious. 

Shelley, Percy Bysshe. Poet of anarchy, his father-in-law was William 
Godwin. 

Stirner, Max. A Hegelian, he founded a highly individualist school of 
anarchism. For him the dialectic was between man and the state. 
He envisaged a “union of egoists”’——-a concept at one with the 
mainstream of anarchist tradition. 

Tolstoy, Leo. Famous as a novelist, he is the most uncompromising 
pacifist of modern times. He rejected the State and its laws 
because they are based on force. He inspired Gandhi and remains 
a force for good for all time. 

Tucker, Benjamin. A native American anarchist he was a leading 
individualist. 

Warren, Josiah. American founder of Utopian communities in the 
19th century. 

Wilde, Oscar. His essay “The Soul of Man Under Socialism”, both by 
its rejection of capitalist exploitation and authoritarian socialism, 
is an important contribution to anarchist thought, In 1886 he was 
the only Englishman of letters to sign a petition for the Chicago 
Martyrs (four anarchists were subsequently legally murdered). 
murdered). 

Zapata, Emiliano. Mexican revolutionary who inspired the peasants 
to rebel against their landlords. As the revolution succeeded in 
its overthrow of the old ruling classes, he warned against the 
abuses of the generals and the new landlords. With his murder the 
revolution in that country suffered a setback from which it has 
yet to recover.

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SUMMARY OF PRINCIPLES 


1. We advocate a society organised without authority. 
2. We reject all forms of authoritarianism. 


3. We see a unity in the whole tradition of anarchism. Con- 
sequently, we do not repudiate or exclusively embrace any 
school of thought or branch of activity within the movement. 
We recognise that different forms of action are appropriate | 
to varying social conditions. We assert the right to pursue any 
form of activity we see fit and the right of different groups of 
individuals within the Federation to undertake such forms of 
activity as they see fit. 

We will endeavour within our own organisation to mirror and 

reproduce the society we are working to achieve. 


4. We proclaim the ideal of a society based firstly on 
LIBERTY for the individual to achieve the fullest develop- 
ment of his or her personality uncurbed by human authority 
and privilege; secondly on 
EQUALITY in that all may have equal access to the wealth 
of society; and thirdly on 
FRATERNITY so that all, inspired by Mutual Aid, might 
contribute to society what they are capable of, realising that 
the welfare of each is bound to the material good of all. 


As immediate steps we advocate: 
(a) Worker control in industry. 


(b) Refusal of obedience to the Government in any military or 
punitive ventures. 


(c) Participation in such protest movements as are directed 
against social or individual injustices. 


(d) The practice of mutual aid in such enterprises as we may 
establish, and in our own lives when confronted with the 
adversities of the unjust society in which we live. 


(e) The refusal to support the system of parliamentary election 
either by voting or seeking election to office. 


(f) The promotion of freedom in such spheres of life as edu- 
cation, art, industry, psychology, etc.
